Here’s how Hudson advised readers to cure a nervous 
headache:

“The suggestion must first be made that the 
headache is about to cease; then, that it is already 
ceasing; and finally, that it has cea.sed. These sug-

gestions should be made in the form of spoken 
v/ords. and they .should be steadily persisted in 
• 
unt'l the desired effect is produced. 
“A constant reiteration of the declaration that 
the head is better will inevitably produce the de­ 
sired result. And when the effect is distnictly felt, 
the declaration should be bodily made that the pain 
has entirely ceased. 
“If any remnants of pain are felt, the fact should 
be ignored, and the sugge.stion persisted in that it 
has ceased. This should be followed by the declara­ 
tion that there will be no return of the symptoms; 
and this should be made with an air, tone and feel­ 
ing of perfect confidence.” 
All this, obviously, is a process of self-hypnotism.
